BLOOD BVERYWHERE.

There wns blood everywhere.

The mutilation was more aggravaled then
in any former case, but it was of a charaoter

series which have been sttributed to ** Jack
the Ripper." because, despite the utmost
offorts of tha police, no better name ocould be
given to the parpetrator.

ARILFUL SURGERY.

As In the othor cases in which the assassin
was not disturbed st his work, the oruel
knife had been thrust into the body of the
viotim at the wrist and then ripped along the
median line downward till the abdomen was
Inid open and the poor créatare completely
disembowelled.

THE NEWS EPREADS.

The cry was raised and in a twinkling
every one of the outomstas of Whitechapel
knew of the last butchery committed hy
thair epemy, and they burried out and can-
vassed the affair in little groups and knots on
the streets and in the cellar groggeries and
pot-houses.

Their terror was pitifully gruesome, and
to.day they are drowning their fears in gin
and whiskoy, and the streeta of Whitechapel
are full of frightened women of the lowest
caste.
